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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 24-47 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 24-39, drawn to a water-containing medium with increased viscosity. 

Group II, claims 40-47, drawn to a process for producing a water-containing medium 
having an increased viscosity. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

A "special technical feature" is defined by PCT Rule 13.2 as "those technical features 
that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes 
over the prior art." In the instant case, as discussed below, certain embodiments of claimed 
inventions fail to make any contribution over the prior art. Because certain embodiments of the 
claimed inventions fail to make any contribution over the prior art, the claims as filed fail to 
contain a single common special technical feature supporting a showing unity of invention. 
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Specifically, as evidenced by the International Search Report, which is part of the record 
in this application, it is clear that at least Thalmann et al. (Eur Food Res Technol, 2002, 214: 
276-281) demonstrate that the claims presented for examination at the very least lack an 
inventive step. Because the claims as filed lack a common special technical feature which 
defines them over the prior art, the claims lack unity. 

Additionally, Groups I and II lack a single common technical feature because Group II 
does not specifically recite a protein with tyrosinase activity. Thus, a reference which anticipates 
Group II, for example, would not necessarily anticipate Group I. In sum, the inventions claimed 
lack a common technical feature. 

Restriction under PCT Rule 3 1 .2 is therefore clearly proper. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

(a) the sources from which the pectin is derived recited in claim 30; 

(b) the sources from which the arabinoxylan component is derived recited in claim 32; 

(c) the sources from which the protein with tyrosinase activity is derived recited in claim 

34; 

(d) the media recited in claim 41 . 

If applicant elects Group I, applicant is further required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single species, from each of (a) through (c) above, to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
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generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on 
the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an 
election. 

If applicant elects Group II, applicant is further required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single species from (d) above, to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, 
including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all 
claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 
Thus, a proper reply to this restriction requirement would appear as follows: — 
Applicant hereby elects Group I, claims 24-39, with traverse. For the species election, 
applicant hereby elects Chenopodiaceae for species (a), cereal for species (b), and plant of the 
Solanaceae family for species (c). — 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 

The following claim(s) are generic: claims 24 and 40. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
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technical features for the following reasons: The sources recited above differ in composition and 
proteins, thus they do not share a single special technical feature. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR
